Four steel restraining arms fold- 
ed back and the monster rose ma- 
jectically, spraying the launch area 
with flame.

Apollo 14 is attempting to dup- 
licate the expedition to the Fra 
Mauro region of the moon which 
was the task of the abortive Apollo 
18 mission nine months ago. That 
mission ‘almost ended in disaster 
when an oxygen tank exploded ag 
the spacecraft neared the moon, 
sending the astronauts on a hatr- 
retsing dash back to earth in a 
erippled ship. 


500,000 SPECTATORS 

The area around the Kennedy 
Space Centre was filled with spec- 
tators. Government guests included 
Juan Carlos, the Prince of Spain, 
and his wife, Princess Sophie, Vice- 
President Spiro Agnew and his wife 
were also here, 

An estimated 500,000 people were 
estimated in the Cape area. Many 
were camping out on beaches and 
along the highways in cara or in 
caravans, 

No one man pushes a button to 
start the rocket. It is done by com- 
puter in a mechanical sequence 
beginning ‘three minutes, six se- 
conds before launch. Apollo 14 
should get co the moon early ‘Thurs- 
day morning. 

Twin spacecraft, which have 
travelled nose-to-nose, jBe into a 
lunar orbit and then ge the 
orbit to bring them to within 10 
nautical miles of the surface in a 
looping, elliptical course. 


LAND ON FRIDAY 

At 4:16am. on Friday, Shepard 
and Mitchell, in the lunar module 
Antares (named for the brightest 
star in the constellation Scorpius), 
land on the Fra Mauro highland 
area of the moon. Roosa, in the 
command module Kitty Hawk (nam- 
ed for the place where the Wright 
Brothers’ first heavier-than-air craft 
made its flight), maintains a sentry 
orbit above them. 

Shepard and Mitchell will make 
two moon, walks and stay on the 
surface for 82% hours, doing va- 
rious experiments and carrying their 
equipment around on a tiny wheel- 
barrow. . 

They finally blast off from the 
moon. at 1:47 pam. on Saturday. 
They rejoin the Kitty Hawk in 
orbit around the moon, re-enter the 
commend module and send the An- 
tares crashing to the moon to set 
off a moonguake that will be de- 
tected by an automatic moon base 
the Antares’ crew will leave be- 
hind.

Arab truce teams 
stay on in Amman 


AMMAN (UPI). — Arab truce ob- 
servers ended their four-month man- 
date in Jordan yesterday but their 
acting chief, Brigadier Ahmed Ab- 
dul Hamid Hilmy, sald they would 
continue thelr work for the tme 
belng.

Uganda repeats invasion 
charge, but Sudan denies 


KAMPALA (Reuter). — The si- 
tuation on Uganda's northern fron- 
tler was confused yesterday, with 
Kampala Radio repeating claims 
that Sudanese troops were advanc- 
ing over the border, -and Sudan 
denying the charge. 

General Jdl Amin, Uganda strong- 
man, said In a statement Saturday 
might that Sudanese had ‘been re- 
ported crossing the border in the 
latest of a series of violations.

In a statement released by the 
Sudanese Embassy in Beirut, Su- 
dan'’s Foreign Ministry’ protesting 
against the charges said, “These 
unfounded reports are Ukely to harm 
relations between the two friendly 
countries and peopies.”

At Gulu, some 80 kms, south of 
the border, General Amin’s forces 
moved in on Friday to round up 
80-called dissidents, and a police of- 
ficer was reported to have been 
shot dead in the street. 

General Amin's men are reported 
to have secured’ an important air- 
field at Gulu where Uganda Mig 
jets are based. One unconfirmed 
report said a detachment had moved 
out on the mad to Moyo on the 
Sudan border. 

Obote's army commander, Briga- 
dier Suleman Hussein, has been de- 
tained by Amin’s soldiers, usually 
reliable sources sald last night. He 
was believed to have been picked 
up last Thursday. He was injured. 

Dr. Obote himself returned to 
Tanzania yesterday after a flying 
visit to Mombasa where he is re- 
ported to have had talks with Pre-

Controller on Petah Tikva 
Unsanitary slaughterhouses —

TEL AVIV. — In his report on 
the Petah Tikva municipality, pub- 
Ushed yesterday, the State Control- 
ler points to serious shortcomings 
in supervision of private and public 
construction, sanitation services, 
and in Town Hall personnel manage-~ 
ment. Nonetheless, the Controller 
notes that Israel's sixth largest city 
(population 80,000) has greatly ex- 
panded its services, particularly in 
education. During the period of 


1963 to 1970 covered by the report," 


the town carried out much develop- 
ment work, Including housing pro- 
jects... 

One of the most serious short- 
comings is that waste from many 
of the town’s 800 factories and 
workshops finds its way into the 
municipal sewage system. Thus 
powerful chemicals may actually 
damage and erode the sewage pipe- 
lines. The city’s hospitals out- 
do the factories, as their wastes in- 
clude a good deal of radio-active 
matertal. The municipality could 
provide no data on which of the 
factories are linked to the sewage 
system and what sort of wastes 
théy produce. Partial results from 
@ survey carried out in coopera- 
tion with the Dan Region Sewage 
Union showed that much of the 
equipment used by factories for 
treating industrial wastes was ob- 
solete. Some wastes do not even 
reach the sewage system, the Con- 
troller states. A case in point are 
24 workshops for treating leather 
which channel dangerous chemical 
wastes to a nearby stream. 

Slaughterhouses also constitute a 
serious sanitation problem. Petah 
Tikva has seven poultry slaughter- 
houses, five of which are in re- 
sidential districts and two in the 
centre of town. The latter, which 
are the largest, are unhygienic, 
overcrowded and lack proper equip- 
ment. All operate without a permit 
from the head of the Ministry of 
Agriculture's Veterinary Services. 
The poultry is not examined by a 
veterinary surgeon after slaughter, 
as required by law. 

The situation is hardly better in 
the cattle slaughterhouse which is 
in operation pending the opening 
in Netanya of a regional slaughter- 
house. It too lacks required per- 
mits. It is not clean, its equip- 


ment is inadequate, the . building 
had not been painted for six years, 
the plaster is peeling and the walls 
are damp. Anyone can enter de- 
spite regulations limiting entry to 
employees only. The latter did not 
undergo periodical medical check- 
ups or get enough work clothes to 
insure cleanliness. 


Many irregularitles involve con- 
struction snd - development work. 
The city administration itself has 
shown a great deal of expertise in 
getting things done without govern- 
ment approval. It decided on small 
expansions for the Sharon ‘hospital 
in 1965, despite government objec- 
tion. The government had to give 
a reluctant agreement after having 
been presented with a fait accompls. 
This sequence was repeated until 
the city had secured approval for 
πὸ less than a five-storey wing to 
the hospital. There were many irre- 
gularities involving tenders and con- 
tracts and the Controller discovered 
that inflammable material was used 
in construction. ; 

Plans ignored 

The town’s Local Planning Com- 
mittee often ignored the District 
Planning Commission or allowed 
‘work to be carried out from plans 
rejected by the Commission, Its own 
plans fared little better, as builders 
were allowed tb use larger portions 
of the plots than the plans permitt- 
ed, In one case’ a factory was built 
only three metres away from where 
tallway tracks were to be laid. 
The railway management's approval 
Was not sought 

Factories and workshops were set 
up in residential districts and on 
agricultural land. The plans were 
not publicized in ‘advance thus ‘de- 
priving neighbours of the opportu- 
nity to register objections. When 
permitting the constructlod of in- 
dustrial plants, the city did not 
bother to obtain Ministry of Health 
clearance, as required by law. 


The town has also failed to ask|" 


contractors for ‘documents atteat- 
ing to the quality of the concrete 
used. This was especially the case 
in regard to public housing firms. 
No measures were taken against 
contractors who endangered the 
safety of passersby by taking over 
the pavements or, failing to fence 
in construction sites.

We arrived in late July and, 
though I wasn't expecting anything 
in particular, I found a lot. 

We very soon discovered how 
comfortable it is to live here, com- 
fortable not so much in a material 
as in a psychological sense. I hap- 
pen to have liked America best as 
it was 30 years ago when I was 
a kid growing up, and Israel today 
is very much [πὸ what America 
wag then. There is a similar feel- 
ing of confidence, a feeling that the 
future sill be better than the pre- 
sent, that young people are im- 
portant and not despised, that one 
is part of an on-going, progressive 
society on its way up. 

Once I was here, & particularly 
challenging opportunity presented 
itself.

‘When I went back to America 
briefly in 1969 Τ was, however, 
again so impressed with the wealth 
and efficiency there that I began 
to wonder what kind of crazy de- 
cision ΤᾺ made when. [dé moved 
to Israel. 

Then I began to experience the 
anxiety around me: fear of Blacks, 
fear of anti-intellectualism, fear of 
the generation gap. I realized that 
this pervasive and mounting an- 
xlety was an important part of 
what I was voting against when 
T cast my lot with Israel. 

By thig I don’t mean that ving 
in Gsrael is a bed of roses. We've 
had to adjust to a completely dif- 
ferent way of life based on a dif- 
ferent economic status. Learning a 
foreign language when you're near- 
ly 40 isn’t easy. The red tape and 
the bureaucracy here can drive some 
people out of their minds. There 
are all kinds: of problems just on 
the level of day to day living.

There will be no holiday at all for 
secondary school pupils on Tu Bi- 
shvat, and Purim will be one day 
instead of three. Lag Ba'omer will 
also be cancelled in order to make 
up lost studies and there will also 
be cuts during Shavuot, though de- 
tails of these are not yet fully 
worked out. 

Education Minister Yigal Allon

Nazareth settled in 1000 B.C. 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 
Hatra. — Nazareth was a settled 
Place a thousand years before the 
birth of Jesus and its entry into 
historic records. This fact emerges 
from an examination of remains 
found in the heart of the town. by 
archaeologista of the Franciscan 
Order. 

Pottery identified 
as belonging to the period of the 
Judges, about 1000 B.C. was dis- 
covered in excavations along ‘the 
aorthern wall of the Church of St. 
Joseph, a stone's throw from the 
Basilica of the Annunciation. 

The finds, made dearly five months 
4g, polnt to the existence of small 
Tron Age homes, with bins used for 


: four storage, The veasels were found 


in a bad state of preservation and 


much painstaking work had to be 
‘done to restore them. - 

The finds were examined by an 
archaeologist sent from Rome, Fa- 
ther Pellarmino Pagatti, who has 
veported on then: in the Vatican 
paper “Osservatore Romano,” and 
the trustee of the Antiquities De- 
partment, Mahmoud Cena’aneb, a 
teacher and student of archaeology. 
. .The town called Nezareth (‘Notz- 
rat ‘in Hebrew) 18 mentioned in the 
Mew Testament 29 times, in the 
Old Testament not at all, and again 
in the Talmud. 

The Iron Age finds were found 
mixed up with others belonging to 
the ,Byzantine period, with those 
οὗ. ἔπε earlier period lying above. 
This leads the Franciscan experts 
ἐσ believe that somebody. may have 


excavated there’ in 1885 when the 
church was bullt:. The finds were 
made several metres below the outer 
wall of St. Joseph's.

TEL AVIV. — The Union of Local 
Authorities announced - yesterday 
that it would not ‘be able to pay 
high school teachers the higher ad- 
vances agreed upon by the Ministry 
of Education and the teachers last 
month.

Mr. Eylon told The Jerusalem Post 
that the teachers’ salaries are fi- 
manced from tuition, fees paid by 
the parents. In cases where students 
are exempt from tuition or pay only 
part of it, the Ministry of Educa- 
fion covers the difference. Mr. 
Eylon said that unless the Ministry 
increases its own share in fi- 
nancing the teachers’ pay hikes and 
demands that the parents raise 
their contribution as well, the 
local authorities would refuse to 
bear apy part of the burden, due 
to acute financia! difficulties. 

The Ministry of Education's 
spokesman said, that instructions to 
the various towns on how to cal- 
cuJate the pay rises were only 
sent out a few days ago. He «aid 
that the Ministry “will increase its 
-share in covering expenses in ac- 
cordance with the new pay agree- 
ment. All other arrangements re- 
mai as they were before the teach- 
ers’ dispute. We have made it 
clear all along that if the teachers 
salaries should go up, the parents 
would have to pay more in tuition 
fees.

It 
will handle 20m. tons this year. 

Original target for 1970 was 14m. 
tons; but there was a two-month 
delay in starting the operation owing 
to a technical hitch (one section 
was faulty, and could not take the 
requisite pressure). This scaled the 
terget down by one-sixth to 12m. tons, 
according to officials of the Trans- 
Asiatic Oil Company — and the 
further shortfall of one million tons 
derives from the tanker shortage 
(in particular the collision that di- 
sabled the Aquarius). 

It is not yet known what impact 
the re-activation of Tapline in Syria 
will have on ofl markets; but it is 
likely to ease the tanker shortage, 
since the pipeline carries 20m.-25m. 
tons of oil a year. “However that 
does not affect our ents,” 
an official of the company stated, 
implying that tanker-space is al- 
ready provided for the company's 
requirements in -1971.
